MONROE A CERTAIN old doctrine is before the public 
DOCTRINITIS. eye. It is causing a degree of excitement. 


If, through some reliable medium, communi- 
cation could be had with James Monroe, much of the excitement 
might subside. We would then learn, from a very competent judge, 
whether or no we have humbled ourselves in the Venezuelan mat- 
ter. It has been claimed, frequently and sorrowfully, that we have; 
that we permitted a foreign force to “oppress,” unrebuked, an Ameri- 
can nation. Of course, to the varied motives with which Monroe 
is credited, another may be added, now and then, without fear of 
censure, but it seems that, notwithstanding, some of the sorrowing 
critics have missed a vital point. ‘The Monroe Doctrine, unless his- 
tory is misinformed, was framed solely for this country’s benefit ; 
not because of a boundless love, on Monroe’s part, for South Ameri- 
can natives. It was framed as a measure of self-preservation — 
suited to the times—and not to establish, for South American 
gentlemen, a Washington bureau of charities or house of refuge. 
In short, it was all sense, with little sentiment. ‘That being the case, 
to make it all sentiment, with little sense, is unadvisable. Some of 
our sympathetic citizens, could they have had their way, would have 
called out the Monroe Doctrine in aid of the Boers, the Armenians, 
Mad Mullah and the Chinese Dowager. So fearfully varied, 
indeed, are their interpretations of the Doctrine, 
that no matter what the Government does, its policy 
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sold goods cheap; that is, if such reduction checked competition. 
Under this head, he who gave things away would be the biggest 
criminal of all, naturally. Hence, the danger of being a philan- 
thropist. ‘There were other classes in the ‘Trust Curbing Show, but 
accurate cataloguing, up to date, has been difficult.
